"A Woman Ought to Know” 

Dear Anita: 

Q.—Under the Equal Rights Amendment, 
will divorced women lose the customary right 
to custody of their children? 

L. T., Torrance 

A.—Although children have traditionally 
been awarded to their mothers in divorce 
cases, judges generally make these awards 
not because of any law but out of their con¬ 
viction that this serves the children's best 
interests. 

The ERA will invalidate existing laws giving 
either mothers or fathers legal preference 
(some states give fathers legal preference 
for boys or older children), and judges will 
continue to make decisions based on each 
child's best inteest. Since only 15 percent 
of custody arrangements are arrived at in¬ 
side the courts, the effect will be slight. 

Dear Anita: 

Q.—Will the ERA force women to pay 
alimony and child support? 

B. M., Van Nuys 

A.—The laws that already exist in one- 
third of the states would comply with the 
spirit of the ERA. Alimony and child sup¬ 
port would be based on circumstance, not 
sex. If one marriage partner had been the 
moneymaker and the other had no resources, 
the person without resources might get ali¬ 
mony. If one partner has custody of the 
child, the other might be required to make 
support payments.

RE-FOREST ATION 
PROGRAM 

For the past two years I have been con¬ 
cerned with the means of helping the Spanish 
surname people in the Santa Clara Valley to 
recognize the need for early planning for 
Estate CREATION, Estate CONSERVA¬ 
TION, and Estate DISTRIBUTION. 

How important do you think this work is? 

Most of my work has been in the Anglo 
community, and I find that the knowledge 
concerning estate taxes and inheritance 
taxes to be very limited. But, I also find that 
most Latinos are even less informed as to 
these matters, and the remedies that are 
available to them. 

Many Latinos have created some fairly 
large estates but haven't had the time or 
been given an opportunity to plan for its 
Conservation and Distribution in order to 
make certain that their assets are passed on, 
in an orderly fashion to their heirs. With a 
little planning they can make CERTAIN that 
their children won't have to start at ZERO, 
like their fathers did. 

In this regard, I have a program which I 
call: 

RE-FORESTATION 

Here is what I mean:— 

Most of the Latinos I know had parents 
who had problems in just providing for the 
necessities of life, such as food and shelter. 
The sons and daughters, even if education 
was of interest to them, had a difficult time 
in getting that education. 

Therefore, it was rare for a father to find 
enough money to pay for a college educa¬ 
tion, and to guarantee those bare necessities 
of life. 

Those who can provide for these items 
today, not having been faced with taxable 
estates before, are completely unaware of 
what they stand to lose through estate tax 
errosion, even to modest estates. 

Second, business continuation should be 
important to those who have successfully 
started a business, worked hard to build it 
up and are not aware of the predictable loss 
of that business and other assets. 

This then is what I call RE-FORESTATION. 

By taking advantage of these opportun¬ 


ities we have today, we can plan for the 
future to make certain that we guarantee 
debt-free homes for our families, food for 
the table, education to create more and 
better doctors, CPA’s, attorneys and engi¬ 
neers. 

I need your help in meeting people who 
may benefit from my work and assist them 
in planning for the continuation of their busi¬ 
ness or just the fulfillment of their dreams of 
making it just a little bit easier than they had 
it when they were getting started. Most 
of those that I have met during this time I 
have been telling my story, feel that they 
would not want their children to go through 
what they had to face in their early years. 
They would like to provide a life with some 
guarantees, rather than leaving it to luck. 

Here is just one example of what I mean: 

I know of a man who over the past 20 
years has successfully built up a fairly decent 
estate. He began as a real estate salesman 
properties and along with his two sons are 
investing in additional property. Naturally 
the father was very proud of what he had 
been able to accomplish, and what the bene¬ 
fits would be to him and his family. 

He saw no problem in all of this; he was 
content with his present situation, but: 

* The property was all owned in joint 
tenancy— 

* No wills— 

No business agreements with his sons— 

* Little or no life insurance— 

* No life insurance on his wife— 

No one had ever stopped him long enough 
to say— 

You are in trouble, my good friend, and 
here are some of the problems you and your 
family faces, and here are some suqgested 
solutions." 

This type of situation is not unique, and 
I dare say not common to the Latino com¬ 
munity. But, I would like to help these peo¬ 
ple and the next generation, in the best way 
I know how. 

I see the day when more Latino children 
will have a future that they control, rather 
than a future that controls them. 

DO YOU WANT TO 
HELP, TOO? 

"One very important point to all of this, 
is, that there are remedies available to 
everyone who wants to assure that his hard 
earned assets get to his heirs, and the Fed¬ 
eral Estate and State Inheritance taxes are
